THE  PUBLIC  HEALTH  DEPARTMENT 

Mr.  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Council, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  1971  in 
accordance  with  Circular  1/72  from  the  Health  and  Social  Work 
Department  of  the  Welsh  Office. 

My  report  deals  with  statistics  and  the  social  conditions  of  the 
district,  the  general  provision  of  health  services  for  the  district,  prev- 
alence of  and  control  over  infectious  diseases,  tuberculosis,  venereal 
diseases,  housing  inspection  and  supervision  of  food,  atmospheric 
pollution,  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  (water  supply,  drain- 
age and  sewerage,  public  cleansing,  sanitary  inspection,  domestic 
pests  and  rodent  control  and  the  anti-litter  campaign)  and  the  work 
of  the  public  health  inspectors. 


STATISTICS 

Population 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  district  is  given 
by  the  Office  of  the  Registrar  General  as  33,060. 

BIRTHS,  DEATHS  AND  INFANT  MORTALITY  RATES 

The  number  of  live  births  notified  in  the  district  during  the 
year  was  578.  Of  the  578  births,  25  were  illegitimate  or  4.0%  of  the 
total  live  births.  In  1970  2.97%  of  the  total  live  births  were  illegiti- 
mate. 


There  were  322  deaths  in  the  district,  154  males  and  168 
females. 

The  number  of  infant  deaths  (deaths  under  1 year)  in  the 
district  was  10  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  17  per  1,000  live 
births.  The  perinatal  mortality  rate  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under 
one  week  combined)  was  19  per  1,000  live  and  still  births. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


102  cases  of  measles,  11  cases  of  infective  jaundice,  3 cases 
of  dysentery,  2 cases  of  food  poisoning,  3 cases  of  meningitis,  3 cases 
of  whooping  cough,  2 cases  of  scarlet  fever,  one  case  of  encephalitis 
and  once  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  were  notified  during  the  year 
and  it  was  necessary  for  2 cases  of  dysentery,  2 cases  of  meningitis, 
one  case  of  food  poisoning  and  one  case  of  encephalitis  to  be  treated 
in  hospital. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

The  total  number  of  new  notifications  of  tuberculosis  received 
during  the  year  was  3.  2 were  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one 

non-respiratory  tuberculosis. 


SMALLPOX 

During  1971,  310  vaccinations  against  smallpox  were  carried 
out  in  the  district.  Of  this  total  254  (109  primary  and  145  revacc- 
inations) were  carried  out  by  General  Practitioners  and  56  (53  primary 
and  3 re-vaccinations)  were  carried  out  in  the  clinics  of  our  district. 
There  were  no  cases  of  smallpox  in  the  district  in  1971. 


POLIOMYELITIS 

A total  of  735  anti-poliomyelitis  doses  were  given  to  members 
of  the  public  in  our  district  during  the  year.  Of  this  total  265  (142 
primary  and  123  booster  doses)  were  given  by  General  Practitioners 
and  470  (253  primary  and  217  were  administered  at  clinics.  There 
were  no  notifications  of  poliomyelitis  during  the  year  in  the  district. 
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CAUSES  OF  DEATH 


There  were  322  deaths  from  all  causes  in  the  district  in  1971. 
159  deaths  or  49.37%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to  diseases  of  the  heart 
and  blood  vessels.  60  deaths  or  18.63%  of  all  deaths  were  due  to 
malignant  disease,  9 of  which  were  of  malignancy  of  lung  and  bronchus. 
Bronchitis  and  Emphysema  claimed  18  lives  and  other  diseases  of  the 
respiratory  system  including  pneumonia  25  lives. 


LUNG  CANCER  and  HEART  DISEASE 

I wish  to  draw  attention  to  the  fact  that,  in  the  year  1971, 
only  9 people  died  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  compared 
with  17  in  the  year  1970  and  that  15  less  died  from  diseases  of  the 
heart  and  blood  vessels  in  1971  than  in  1970.  It  would  be  cause 
for  great  rejoicing  if  this  trend  continued. 

As  the  smoking  of  tobacco  has  been  a long  established  cause 
of  lung  cancer  and  heart  disease  and  many  other  ailments  besides, 
I would  like  to  believe  that  constant  propaganda  and  uninterrupted 
education  against  the  evils  of  smoking  is  playing  a part  in  saving  lives, 
reducing  ill-health  and  promoting  welfare  through  a vital  channel 
of  preventive  medicine. 

It  would  be  meritorious  if  Members  extended  their  decision 
to  ban  smoking  from  health  committee  meetings  to  all  meetings. 


ILLEGITIMACY 

In  1970,  there  were  17  illegitimate  live  births  in  Cardiff  rural 
district  but  the  figure  rose  to  25  in  1971,  an  increase  of  nearly  50%. 

In  1970,  the  illegitimate  live  births  were  3%  of  the  total  live 
births  compared  with  8%  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole.  In  1971, 
the  illegitimate  live  births  were  4%  of  the  total  live  births  compared 
with  8%  for  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 

The  rate  of  increase  of  illegitimate  live  births  for  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole  is  1.43%  for  1971  over  1970  whereas  the  rate  of 
increase  for  Cardiff  rural  district  is  50%  for  the  two  years. 
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Illegitimacy  is  an  emotive  subject.  Some  become  hyper- 
tensive about  the  problem.  It  is  simple  to  drift  into  the  realms  of 
philosophy  and  to  speculate  on  the  reasons  for  present-day  behaviour 
and  the  influences  in  society  today.  But,  illegitimacy  has  been  around 
for  centuries.  In  the  period  1851  - 1860,  the  illegitimate  birth  rate 
was  65  per  1,000  live  births  where  as  a hundred  years  later,  in  1960, 
it  was  60  per  1,000  live  births. 


Our  services  are  becoming  more  and  more  sophisticated  in  all 
directions.  The  trendy  service  now  is  the  Family  Planning  Service. 
There  is  a marginal  decrease  of  172,000  in  the  estimated  population 
of  England  and  Wales  between  1971  and  1970.  Yet,  from  1958 
illegitimacy  is  rising  and  the  venereal  diseases  alarmingly  so.  One 
may  be  entitled  to  ask  if  abolition  or  reduction  of  illegitimate  birth 
is  to  be  the  supreme  consideration  over  all  else,  remembering  that 
illegitimacy  has  always  been  with  us.  In  Ireland,  despite  a high 
proportion  of  its  population  being  unmarried,  the  illegitimacy  rate 
is  consistently  low.  What  lessons  are  to  be  learnt  from  this  and  what 
then  is  to  be  dene? 


Some  cry  for  more  family  planning  services,  others  for  abortions 
on  demand;  still  others  for  sterilization,  including  that  of  the  male  ! 
Surely,  this  is  the  creed  of  the  forlorn. 


Certainly  some  amount  of  family  planning  service  in  the  right 
context,  as  for  instance,  to  deal  with  regretted  pregnancies  is  useful. 
So  also  can  a case  be  made  out  for  abortions  in  certain  circumstances. 
But  who  is  to  say  what  is  the  “right  context”  for  the  family  planning 
service?  It  may  ameliorate  one  problem  but  create  others.  The 
same  may  be  said  of  the  abortion  service. 


But,  remove  the  old-fashioned  deterrents,  and  human  nature 
being  what  it  is,  irresponsible  behaviour  will  undoubtedly  follow. 
Fail  to  enlighten  young  ladies  to  regard  themselves  highly  and  young 
men  will  not  regard  them  highly  either.  Respect  for  one’s  person 
is  essential.  Nor  does  promiscuity  need  encouragment. 


Who  indeed  is  to  decide  on  the  proper  part  of  family  planning 
or  abortion  services  in  relation  to  the  available  resources  of  finance 
and  manpower  and  the  needs  of  other  services?  Objectivity  must 
over-ride  opinion.  The  use  of  mathematical  statistics  and  operational 
research  could  be  undertaken  to  provide  guide  lines  for  future  planning. 
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Younger  and  younger  girls  figure  among  the  illegitimacy  statis- 
tics. Of  course  it  is  abhorrent  to  see  children  as  mothers.  But  the  earlier 
physical  maturity  of  girls  and  boys  is  a fact.  On  average,  boys  now 
complete  their  growth  by  17  years  of  age  compared  with  23  years 
of  age  in  1900.  Similarly,  puberty  begins  in  girls  at  13 \ years  of 
age  compared  with  17  years  of  age  in  1900.  In  many  girls,  puberty 
begins  earlier,  under  11  years  in  many  cases. 

Since  1900,  the  age  of  onset  of  puberty  has  been  about  four 
months  earlier  every  decade.  At  this  rate,  at  the  end  of  this  century 
or  in  less  than  30  years  from  now,  puberty  in  girls,  on  average,  will 
begin  at  12  years,  2 months,  and,  in  many  girls,  at  9 years  8 months, 
or  even  earlier. 

Earlier  physical  maturity  has  been  accompanied  by  earlier 
marriage  as  is  borne  out  by  statistics  of  the  proportion  marrying  under 
18  and  under  20  years  of  age  per  1,000  marriages  at  all  ages,  say  between 
the  years  1920  and  1960.

Whatever  biological  influences  may  now  obtain  due  to  the 
lowering  of  the  ages  of  physical  maturity  of  boys  and  girls,  one  ob- 
servation which,  speaking  generally,  appears  to  be  a valid  one  is  that 
no  longer  do  children  have  the  respect  for  their  parents  nor  is  there  the 
measure  of  parental  control,  of  former  years.  Discipline  has  become 
almost  an  archaic  term.  Parental  control  is  rapidly  becoming  a lost 
cause  and  there  is  clearly  a need  for  something  effective  to  replace  it. 

I would  pose  the  hypothesis  that  a cool,  hard  look  at  the  problem 
of  illegitimacy  is  needed  and  that  a cost-benefit  analysis  of  some 
services  would  be  helpful.  While  the  understanding  of  adolescent 
behaviour  may  not  be  given  to  all  adults,  it  may  be  prudent  to  recommend 
to  those  whose  welfare  we  are  now  considering  the  wisdom  of  the 
adage  '‘presence  of  mind  is  admirable  but  absence  of  body  is  pre- 
ferable”. 

Lastly,  I would  make  a plea  that,  however  society  may  vary 
its  attitude  towards  methods  for  preventing  or  dealing  with  births 
out  of  wedlock,  any  stigma  should  apply  to  unwed  parents  and  not  to 
innocent  babies. 
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SOME  ASPECTS  OF  THE  ENVIRONMENT 


All  the  statutory  powers  of  the  former  Ministries  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government,  Public  Building  and  Works  and  Transport 
are  now  vested  in  the  Department  of  the  Environment  under  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  the  Environment.  The  responsibilities  in 
relation  to  the  physical  or  natural  environment  alone  (not  considering 
the  working  environment  or  the  local,  living  environment)  must  be 
onerous  indeed  so  that,  without  the  most  positive  measures  to  control 
pollution  and  to  make  good  past  ravages,  there  can  only  be  an  increasing 
deterioration  of  the  environment  in  the  future  and  a correspondingly 
poorer  quality  of  life  in  general. 


Domestic  Waste: 

About  14  million  tons  of  domestic  waste  are  collected  annually 
and  disposed  of  by  local  authorities  in  England  and  Wales.  This 
is  equivalent  to  2 lbs.  per  person -per  day.  In  the  U.S.A.,  the  domestic 
waste  is  4 lbs.  per  person  per  day. 


Industrial  Waste: 

Excluding  colliery  waste  or  ash  from  Power  Plants,  slightly 
over  11  million  tons  of  solid  and  semi-solid  industrial  waste  were 
discarded  in  Britain  in  1966.  Of  this,  over  10  million  were  inert 
but  about  600,000  tons  were  acidic,  caustic  or  indisputably  toxic. 


Air  Pollution: 

Since  the  first  Clean  Air  Act  became  law  in  1956  there  has 
been  a steady  decrease  in  the  emission  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide 
into  the  amosphere  despite  a 10%  increase  in  population  and  a 17% 
increase  in  annual  gross  energy  consumption.  These  are  facts  rev- 
ealed by  the  National  Survey  of  Atmospheric  Pollution  carried  out 
jointly  by  the  Warren  Spring  Laboratory  and  a number  of  local  auth- 
orities. The  industrial  North  still  lags  behind  the  South  though 
Sheffield  shows  similar  progress  to  Central  London  where  winter 
sunshine  has  increased  by  50%  and  is  now  virtually  the  same  as  at  Kew. 

Road  vehicles  emit  carbon  monoxide,  hydrocarbons,  and  oxides  of 
nitrogen  and  lead  but  there  is  no  firm  evidence  that  the  present 
level  of  these  pollutants  in  this  country  is  a hazard  to  health. 

Evidence  indicates  that  aircraft  make  a minimal  contribution 
to  total  air  pollution. 
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Rivers : 

There  are  still  thousands  of  miles  of  polluted  rivers,  many 
of  which  are  needed  for  potable  water.  The  needs  for  water  are 
increasing  but  it  is  comforting  to  know  that  excellent  results  can  be 
produced  by  vigorous  policies  to  improve  rivers. 

The  Sea: 

The  sea’s  capacity  to  break  down  and  to  dilute  waste  is  of 
course  enormous  but  not  infinite  and  it  is  a misconception  to  suppose 
that  pollutants  once  dispersed  into  the  sea  do  not  create  any  problems. 
The  sea  receives  pollution  not  only  from  discharged  sewage  and  in- 
dustrial waste  but  also  from  pollutants  discharged  into  fresh  water 
which  ultimately  finds  it’s  way  into  the  sea  as  well  as  pollutants  dis- 
charged into  the  air,  by  dissolving  in  the  rain  or  the  sea  itself.  A 
complication  is  the  way  marine  life  concentrates  metals  such  as  mercury 
and  organochlorine  pesticide  residues. 


Radioactive  Waste: 

Very  great  care  has  to  be  taken  over  disposal  of  radioactive 
wastes  because  of  the  seriousness  of  the  hazards  involved.  The  more 
atomic  energy  is  used  for  power  in  the  future  the  greater  will  be  the 
need  for  arrangements  for  radioactive  waste  disposal. 


Noise: 

I wrote  about  Noise  in  my  Annual  Report  to  you  for  the  year 
1968  because,  in  that  year,  many  residents  felt  aggrieved  and  irritated 
by  noise  from  factories  in  their  neighbourhood.  It  must  be  under- 
stood that  people  who  once  claimed  clean  air  to  breathe  as  of  a right 
are  now  equally  insistent  on  being  protected  from  noise. 

About  20  to  45  per  cent  of  dwellers  in  urban  areas  are  est- 
imated to  be  living  in  roads  with  noise  levels  from  traffic  judged  to  be 
undesirable  for  residential  areas.  Regulations  introduced  in  April 
1970,  if  firmly  enforced,  ought  to  prevent  the  nuisance  from  traffic 
noise  from  increasing.  Noise  from  aircraft  in  some  areas  of  the 
country  is  causing  even  greater  disturbance  than  traffic  noise  though 
much  work  has  already  been  done  to  reduce  noise  from  jet  engines 
and  new  types  of  engines  are  quieter  than  the  previous  types.  The 
Air  Navigation  (Noise  Certification)  Order  1970  will  ensure  that  new 
subsonic  jet  aircraft  will  be  about  half  as  noisy  as  those  now  in  use. 
However,  if  supersonic  is  added  to  subsonic  flight  and  air  transport 
continues  to  expand  at  the  present  rate  of  15%,  nuisance  from  air- 
craft will  become  another  problem  to  be  solved. 
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The  Secretary  of  State  of  the  Environment  will  no  doubt 
give  due  cognisance  to  the  merits  of  the  Confederation  of  British 
Industry’s  concept  of  a Noise  Inspectorate  employed  by  central 
government  and  akin  to  H.M.  Alkali  and  Clean  Air  Inspectorate,  the 
precise  step  which,  in  my  Annual  Report  for  1968  I advocated,  calling 
for  just  such  a specialist  inspectorate  with  a highly  qualified  and  purpose 
trained  staff,  adequately  equipped,  independantly  minded  and  em- 
powered to  act  under  the  unambiguous  terms  of  a new  Noise  Act. 
It  would  be  incorrect  to  suppose  that  central  or  regional  inspectorates 
employed  by  central  government  could  not  act  locally  with  celerity 
— certainly  such  has  not  been  my  experience. 

Whereas  the  above  facts  deal  all  too  briefly  with  some  of  the 
factors  affecting  the  natural  environment,  it  must  be  appreciated  that 
great  and  progressive  advances  in  public  health  have  brought  about 
the  eradication  of  many  diseases  and  an  improvement  in  the  living 
environment  almost  beyond  recognition.  The  insanitary  aspects  of 
the  living,  local  environment  are  today  a thing  of  the  past  except  in 
small  fields  of  activity  like  the  improvement  of  housing  here  and  there. 
Modern  industry  however  gives  lise  to  novel  and  sometimes  highly 
technical  problems  of  pollution  control. 

The  public  interest  requires  that  today’s  problems  of  health 
and  a healthful  environment  are  evaluated  by  experts  and  protected  by 
the  authority  of  the  central  government  itself.  The  qualifications 
and  training  of  staff  called  upon  to  deal  with  such  problems  are  re- 
ferred to  pointedly  by  the  Royal  Commission  on  Environmental 
Pollution  whose  recommendations  can  hardly  be  lost  upon  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  the  Environment. 


THE  WAY  AHEAD 

Some  of  you  may  recall  my  comments  in  my  last  Annual 
Report  under  the  heading  “Social  Medicine”  when  I referred  to  the 
changes  which  are  coming  and  to  my  conviction  that,  after  April 
1974,  local  authorities  could  not  very  well  be  bereft  of  the  services 
of  their  former  medical  officers  of  health  when  “community  med- 
icine” becomes  an  integral  part  of  the  reorganised  national  health 
service  under  area  health  boards.  It  is  clear  now  that  the  statutory 
duties  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  will  apply  equally  in  the 
future  as  hithertofore  and  indeed  could  hardly  be  carried  out  by 
any  other. 
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A working  party  covering  England  and  Wales  is  at  present 
studying  how  best  to  promote  collaboration  between  area  health 
authorities  and  local  authorities  and  this  body  will  continue  in  exist- 
ence to  advise  on  guidance  to  the  new  authorities.  Meanwhile,  a 
general  obligation  is  statutorily  to  be  imposed  upon  both  sides  for  the 
provision  of  goods  as  well  as  services.  Medical  and  allied  services 
and  advice  will  be  provided  by  the  area  health  authorities  to  local 
authorities  in  several  fields  including  environmental  health,  personal 
social  services  and  education. 

It  is  plain  that,  in  the  modern  concept,  there  is  a diminshing 
market  for  certain  crafts  and  I would  anticipate  that,  if  the  best  use  is 
to  be  made  of  available  resources,  the  answer  lies  in  the  assimilation 
of  certain  worker-groups  into  larger  units.  Indeed,  if  integration 
is  to  be  truly  the  central  principle  of  reorganisation  it  would  be  non- 
sensical to  permit  segregation  into  smaller  units.  This  is  how  I see 
th^  way  ahead. 


ACKNOWLEDGEMENTS 

In  May,  1970,  Councillor  Mrs.  W.  Leslie-Smith  became  the 
new  Chairman  of  the  Health  Committee  and  the  former  Chairman, 
Councillor  J.  Howard  Bevan,  J.P.,  happily  agreed  to  continue  as  the 
Vice-Chairman.

PREVALENCE  AND  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 


The  following  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  received 
during  1971.  There  were  102  cases  of  measles,  11  cases  of  infective 
jaundice,  3 cases  of  dysentery,  2 cases  of  food  poisoning,  3 cases  of 
meningitis,  3 cases  of  whooping  cough,  2 cases  of  scarlet  fever,  one 
case  of  encephalitis  and  one  case  of  respiratory  tuberculosis.  Two 
cases  of  dysentery,  2 cases  of  meningitis,  one  case  of  food  poisoning 
and  1 case  of  encephalitis  were  treated  in  hospital.  The  total  number 
of  notifications  received  during  the  year  was  128. 


Tuberculosis 

During  the  year,  3 names  were  added  to  the  Tuberculosis 
Register.  2 were  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  one  was  non-respiratory 
tuberculosis.  Of  these,  one  was  a new  notification  and  the  other 
two  were  transferred  to  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  from  other  areas. 

Four  names  were  removed  from  the  Register  during  the  year. 
One  person  had  recovered,  one  had  left  the  country  and  there  were 
two  deaths. 

A close  contact  is  maintained  between  the  Health  Department, 
Chest  Physicians  and  the  staff  of  the  Local  Health  Authority  in  all 
matters  relating  to  tuberculosis  and  environmental  conditions.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Water  for  drinking,  domestic  and  industrial  purposes  in  the 
Council’s  district  is  provided  by  three  water  undertakings,  namely, 
Cardiff  Corporation  Waterworks,  Mid-Glamorgan  Water  Board  and 
Taf  Fechan  Water  Board.  The  water  supplied  by  all  three  is  whole- 
some and  of  a good  standard  purity. 

Samples  are  taken  regularly  for  bacteriological  examination 
at  various  points  throughout  the  district  and  a report  on  the  samples 
is  submitted  each  quarter  to  the  Health  Committee  of  the  Council. 
853  samples  were  taken  during  the  year  and,  of  these,  30  proved 
unsatisfactory.  The  unsatisfactory  samples  were  followed  up  by 
further  samples  and  increased  chlorination  where  necessary. 

The  Water  Engineer  and  Manager  of  Cardiff  Corporation 
informs  me  that  there  have  been  310  new  connections  to  mains  water 
supply  in  the  Cardiff  Rural  District  during  1971. 

A table  as  requested  by  the  Ministry  circular  appears  on  page  30a 
giving  particulars  of  dwellings  in  each  of  the  parishes  provided  with 
a public  mains  supply  of  water  and  those  dependant  on  wells,  springs, 
etc.  The  number  of  dwellings  still  depending  on  wells  or  springs 
for  their  water  supply  is  very  small.

The  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  area  covering  the  above 
licensed  sites  is  expected  to  carry  out  at  least  one  routine  inspection 
of  the  sites  per  month.  Conditions  on  the  licensed  sites  have  main- 
tained a high  standard  throughout  the  year. 


SWIMMING  BATHS 

The  public  have  access  to  two  privately  owned  swimming  pools 
in  our  area,  namely  at  Lavernock  Point  Holiday  Site  and  at  Fontygary 
Bay  Caravan  Park.  At  the  Lavernock  Point  Holiday  Site  swimming 
pool,  two  sets  of  samples  taken  from  the  paddling  pool  and  the  swimm- 
ing pool  were  found  to  be  unsatisfactory.  After  appropriate  action 
was  taken  further  samples  proved  satisfactory. 


SUMMER  CAMPING 

There  is  one  site  in  the  Council’s  District  where  people  who 
spend  their  holidays  in  tents  are  permitted  to  stay  for  short  periods. 
The  site  is  well  supervised,  has  an  adequate  supply  of  water  and  is. 
provided  with  closet  accommodation.  Refuse  bins  are  provided 
and  the  site  is  generally  well  maintained.  This  is  not  a licensed  site 
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FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1955 


Food  Hygiene  (General)  Regulations,  1960 


During  1971  the  Public  Health  Inspectors  made  a total  of  145 
routine  visits  to  all  types  of  food  premises  in  the  Council’s  District. 
The  visits  revealed  57  instances  where  the  occupiers  of  premises  did 
not  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations. 
The  Public  Health  Inspectors  served  23  notices  in  respect  of  contra- 
ventions and  in  all  these  cases  the  contraventions  were  remedied  by 
informal  action. 


All  complaints  concerning  food  “not  of  the  nature,  substance 
or  quality”  demanded  by  the  purchaser  were,  after  preliminary  enquiry, 
forwarded  to  the  County  Council,  who  are  the  Food  and  Drugs  Auth- 
ority, for  investigation  and  any  action  considered  necessary.

MEAT  (STAINING,  STERILISATION)  REGULATIONS  1960 
SLAUGHTERHOUSES  ACT,  1958.  MEAT  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  Council’s  .District  where 
animals  are  slaughtered  for  sale  of  meat  to  the  public.  This  relieves 
our  Public  Health  Inspectors  of  a standard  statutory  duty. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

The  West  Bonvilston  Sewerage  Scheme  which  was  comm- 
enced in  August,  1970  was  completed  in  October,  1971. 
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ANTI-LITTER 


The  Council’s  policy  for  the  supply  of  litter  containers  is  as 
follows.  When  requests  are  received  in  the  Health  Department  as 
for  instance  from  Parish  Councils,  Residents  Associations  or  Local 
Members  for  litter  containers  at  certain  locations,  each  request  is 
investigated  by  the  Public  Health  Inspector  for  the  District.  The 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  then  reports  accordingly  to  the  Health 
Committee  whose  sanction  is  necessary  in  each  case  for  a new  place- 
ment. Replacement  of  litter  containers  at  sites  previously  agreed 
by  the  Health  Committee  is  carried  out  whenever  the  occasion  arises, 
without  reference  to  the  Health  Committee.  The  Engineer  and 
Survevor  undertakes  to  erect  or  place  litter  containers  as  required. 

It  is  of  interest  to  note  that  10  out  of  a total  of  30  parishes 
in  our  district  are  not  provided  with  litter  receptacles  at  all  due  to 
the  fact  that  they  have  not  experienced  a litter  problem.  The  Parish 
of  Bonvilston  supplies  its  own  litter  containers  and  the  Parish  of  St. 
Georges,  with  one  exception,  also  supplies  its  own  containers. 

During  the  year  litter  receptacles  were  erected  in  the  parishes 
of  Pentyrch,  Van,  Llanedeyrn  and  Gwaelodygarth.  Five  of  these 
were  at  new  locations  and  two  bins  which  had  been  damaged  or  had 
disappeared  were  replaced. 

Refuse  collection  is  not  a function  of  the  Health  Department. 

PROVISON  OF  REFUSE  BINS 

The  Health  Department  supplies  refuse  bins  on  the  following 
basis.  On  payment  of  37  pence  per  annum  a private  householder 
may  rent  a refuse  bin  from  the  Council.  Bins  are  not  replaceable 
under  5 years. 

On  requesting  a bin,  Council  house  tenants  are  supplied  with 
one  free  of  charge.  This  is  not  replaced  under  5 years  and,  if  a tenant 
leaves  a property,  the  refuse  bin  must  be  left  for  the  new  tenant. 

From  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1971,  101  bins  were 
supplied  to  Council  house  tenants. 

DOMESTIC  PESTS 

Wasps  were  particularly  troublesome  this  year  during  the 
summer  months  and  the  service  provided  by  the  Health  Department 
for  the  destruction  of  wasps’  nests  was  greatly  appreciated  by  residents. 
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The  Council’s  Pest  Control  Officer  undertakes  this  work  and  is  paid 
50p  per  wasp  nest  destroyed  though  the  service  to  the  public  is  free 
of  charge.  133  nests  were  destroyed  during  1971. 

Residents  who  are  troubled  by  various  insect  infestations  are 
helped  with  advice  on  suitable  insecticides  to  use  but  no  treatment 
for  the  destruction  of  insects  is  undertaken  by  the  department.  A 
considerable  number  of  enquiries  are  received  each  year  in  relation 
to  ants,  flies,  cockroaches,  bed  bugs  etc. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

The  prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949  requires  every 
local  authority  to  take  all  necessary  steps  to  secure,  as  far  as  it  is  pract- 
icable, its  district  free  from  rat  and  mice  infestation. 

Private  houses  are  treated  free  of  charge  but  owners  of  farms 
and  business  premises  are  asked  to  enter  into  a contract  with  the 
Council  in  order  that  regular  visits  and,  where  necessary,  treatment 
of  their  premises  can  be  carried  out.  In  order  to  encourage  farmers 
and  owners  of  business  premises  to  enter  into  contracts  with  the 
District  Council,  the  contract  prices  are  very  reasonable  considering 
the  excellent  service  provided  under  the  present  arrangements.
